At last Barnes Ridge has

cost of $1000, C. P. Chapman of 
East Prairie being the contractor. 
The job was rushed 
through 
in 
less than three weeks. The plans 
and specifications were made by 
the county superintendent. 
The 
house is 24 by 36 feet with 6 by 
12 porch in front and coal house 
attached in rear which opens di­ 
rectly into the schoolroom. The 
house is bolted to an 8-inch con­ 
crete base to 
prevent 
it 
from 
floating in case of another flood 
in the spillway. 
The outer walls 
are made of storm sheating, slat­ 
er's felt and weather boarding; 
and the inner walls 
of 
center 
matched flooring. 
This makes a 
very warm building. 
It has a 3 
by 7 foot front door and a small 
draft door on the side opposite the 
window’s. 
Eight large 
windows, 
each with twelve 10 by 20 
inch 
panes, give ample light, and a 2 
by 3'•> brick flue, 
on 
concrete 
base, furnishes a foul air outlet 
and plenty of draft for a 24-inch 
stove. It is painted flat light buft 
inside and w’hite outside. 
It 
is 
strongly built with two studdings 
between each window and 2 by 
8 inch double headers over each 
group of windows as well as dou­ 
ble plates all around. 
In 1936 a new school was built 
at Barnes Ridge, in the 1937 flood 
it floated a half mile and was pull­ 
ed back to its site, and 
in 
the 
spring of 1938 a tornado demolish­ 
ed it. 
A temporary house 
has 
been used since while awaiting a 
WPA project, but the board finally 
decided to build by private con­ 
tract. A ten-year $1000 bond was 
floated for this purpose. 
This is 
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Welter Building—Center Street 


the only rural district in 
New 
Madrid County to issue a 10-year 
bond during the past nine years 
and this w’as done only after suc­ 
cessive disasters.

HUNDREDS GET 
EVIC TION NOTICES 


While last year only sharecrop­ 
pers, mostly Negroes, found them 
selves homeless, this year, in ad­ 
dition to an equal or greater num ­ 
ber o! sharecroppers, hundreds of 
white tenant farm ers have 
re-j 
reived eviction notices 
effective 
Jan. 1. 
These tenant farmers in 
many instances have occupied the 
same farms over a period of years 
and have come to be looked on as 
substantial citizens. 
The regard in which they are 
held in their 
communities 
was 
dem onstrated by the indignation 
among the resident landowners at 
the threat of their 
eviction, 
in 
most instances their life 
savings 
are represented by farm 
equip­ 
ment which has little value- at a 
forced sale, although 
its 
pur­ 
chase price may have been sever­ 
al thousand dollars. 
Alter a discussion ol the prob­ 
lem by Joseph H. Moore, exten­ 
sive landowner and a member of 
one of 
the 
oldest 
Mississippi 
County families, who served 
as 
chairman of the meeting, a resolu­ 
tion was offered by Frank John­ 
son, farm er and implement dealer 
who formerly was a cotton control 
field agent lor the Department of 
Agriculture. 


TEXT OF RESOLUTION 


The resolution, adopted without 
a dissenting vote, said: 
“The landowners of Mississippi 
County are deeply concerned over 
the approaching eviction on Jan. 
1 of many sharecroppers and ten­ 
ants, and the replacement of many 
of them by new tenants, new own­ 
ers and new croppers coming up 
out of the cotton South. 
“The causes of these wholesale 
displacements seem to us 
to 
be 
complex, and largely beyond our 
control. 
It is true that on many 
of our farms insulltcient housing 
causes dependence on 
transient 
labor, which contributes to our so­ 
cial unrest. This is a fault which 
we can and must correct. 
“We believe, however, that the 
m ajor cause for our social insta­ 
bility, which even accounts partly 
for the housing shortage, is to be 
found in the ineffectiveness of the 
labor provisions of the cotton con­ 
trol law. 
We believe that cotton 
labor, under the i educed acreage 
program, is entitled to share in the 
Government paymenst in accord­ 
ance w ith the intent of the 
law, 
and murt be perm itted to do so it 
we desire to attain social peace and 
stability. 
“We therefore urge our 
Con­ 
gressmen and Senators and 
the 
Secretary of Agriculture to work 
for an enactment early in the next 
Congress, to be effective for the 
1940 crop, that will m ake it im­ 
possible for a landowner or ten 
ant to receive that pen t ion of Gov 
ernm ent payments set up lor the 
sharecropper, unless the owner oi 
tenant in addition to performing 
his functions as such, has 
done 
also the bodily work of 
making 
the cotton crop,” 


HOW PROGRAM WAS 


WORKED OUT. 


Elgin Davis, East Prairie cotton 
gin and farm operator, 
said 
at 
least 200 substantial tenant farm ­ 
ers in Mississippi County, owning 
their own farm equipment, had re- 
eevled notices to 
vacate 
Jan. 1. 
Where, he asked, were they to go? 
When the cotton program was 
inaugurated the almost universal 
system ot operation in the 
high 
yield districts, such as Southeast 
Missouri, 
was 
the 
traditional 
sharecropper arrangem ent under 
which the man who did the work 
and the man who owned or operat­ 
ed the land shared equally in crop 
proceeds. 
The program was de­ 
vised an the assumption that this 
system would continue and it was 
intended that 
benefit 
payments 
would be similarly shared. 
However, the laws and regula­ 
tions contained 
loopholes 
which 
permitted the landowner or oper­ 
ator to dismiss sharecroppers and 
substitute day laborers or by other 
devices to obtain for themselves 
the full Government benefit, in­ 
cluding the portion intended lor 
the sharecropper.

demonstrated by the indignation 
among tin* resident landowner* at 
the threat of their 
eviction.

al thousand dollars.

TEXT OF RESOLUTION 


The resolution, adopted without 
a dissenting vote, said: 
“The landowners of Mississippi 
County are deeply concerned over 
the approaching eviction on Jan. 
1 of many sharecroppers and ten­ 
ants, and the replacement of many 
of them by new tenants, new own­ 
ers: and new croppers coming up 
out of the cotton South. 
“The causes of these wholesale 
displacements seem to us 
to 
be 
complex, and largely beyond our 
control. 
It is true that on many 
of our farms insufficient housing 
causes dependence on 
transient 
labor, which contributes to our so­ 
cial unrest 
This is a fault which 
we can and must correct. 
“We believe, however, that tin* 
m ajor cause for our social insta­ 
bility, which even accounts partly 
for the housing shortage, is to be 
found in the ineffectiveness of the 
labor provisions of the cotton con­ 
trol law. 
We believe that cotton 
labor, under the reduced acreage 
program, is entitled to share in the 
Governm ent paymenst in accord­ 
ance with the intent of the 
law, 
and must be perm itted to do so il 
we desire to attain social peace and 
stability. 
“We therefore urge our 
Con 
gressmen and Senators and 
the 
Secretary of Agriculture to work 
for an enactm ent early in the next 
Congress, to be effective lor the 
1940 crop, that will make it im­ 
possible for a landowner or ten­ 
ant to receive that portion of Gov­ 
ernm ent payments set up lor the

This m eth­ 
od may appeal to you more than 
the old-fashioned way of baking 
up a large num ber of pies ahead 
of time, as grandm other used to 
do.

Or think of 
a 6 ft. sofa and two really big overstuffed chairs in u «mall room which 
hardly leave space to move around them, and you again have wrong scale.
